Germany is seeking a way out of. the 
deadlock, and it was confidently said 
that Easter would witness Germany's 
submission to France, and that ac- 
ceptable plans would by that time be 
advanced by Germany for a final sot- 
tlement of reparations. 

Notwithstanding the absénce of any 
concrete evidence that Germany enter- 
tained such a purpose,’ these reports 
were considered well grounded ehough 
by those ,who have been closely 
watching the exchange market to lead 
to. operations on the side of rising 
prices for French and Bélgian cx- 
change. The demand for francs ‘did 
not come from one.source only; it was 
general, and included America and 
France herself. / 

Influences on Exchange Market. 

Bear accounts, which were still Icft 
open from the time. of the January 
panic, were hastily closed last we:k 
on the market's strong tendency, afta 
to this collection of favorable influ- 
ences was added postponement of the 
debt due by the Bank of France to the 
Bank of England. That debt-origi- 
nally amounted to £60,000,000, and its 
repayment. was begun last Autumn. 
| Nothing very definite has” yet tran- 
spired as to arrangements for future 
payments, but it is understood “that 
these are to be spread over a much 
longer period thar, was originally in- 
tended. 

Opinion-in the best-informed finan. 
cial circles is that, after the .whole 
situation is carefully examined, this 
arrangement is the only substantial 
factor which as yet has emerged to 
justify the recent rise in francs. 
There is still a complete- absence of 
any sign that actual progresS has 
been made to settle the differences 
betweem France and Germany. 

London View of the Situation. 


So far as those who operate in the 
exchange market are concerned, the 
belief that Germany ~is about: to yield 
op that France is prepared to: relent 
is mostly pure conjecture. 
been and still is no actual knowledge 
of the intentions of either. side. 

There is evidence, 
hand, that France is electing to rely 
upon reparation — at some 
undetermined date? and,.meantime to 
go on piling up public debt. For 
this reason the feeling still exists in 
London financial circles that*if no 
way out of the present Ruhr deadlock 
is found at an early date, then both 
French exchange and Belgian ex- 
change with it must suffer a fresh 
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setback. There were, in fact, signs 
toward the ,end of last week that the 
speculative ‘movement for the rise in 
frances was. ending for want of any 
real justification. Rates moved. dis- 
tinctly against the continental mar- 
kets toward the end of the -week, 
French francs beijing: on offer at 71.65 
and Belgian at 82.65.

FRENCH FOREIGN TRADE 
LARGER THAN IN 1913 


Exports in Tus Past Months 
1,300,000 Tons Above’ 
Prewar Figure.

PARIS, March 25.—The French’ for- 

eign trade statistics for February have 

just been published.. During the month 
imports. exceeded those of January by 

185,000,000 francs, but the increase in 

exports was 633,000,000. Asa result, 

the adverse balance of trade in Feb- 
ruary was only 14,000,000 francs, as 
compared with 448,000,000 in January 

and with an export surplus of 6,000,000 

in February, 1922. 

Measured by weight, the imports dur- 
ing the first two months of 1923 in- 
creased 510,000 tons'as compared with 
the same period in 1922, while exports 
increased 1,313,000 tons. A highly inter- 
esting comparison is now Possible with 
prewar tonnage, The total for the two 
first months of the present year shows 
increase of 128,000 tons over the same 
two months in 1913, while the ‘tonnage 
increase im exports as compared with 
the same period is 1,300,000. It is there- 
fore possible now to say¢thdat French 
foreign trade is substantially Jarger 
than before the war.

The point is made that realizable 
value of industrial stocks has fallen 
enormously. Whereas at the end of 
1913 the total capitalization of all Ger- 
man incorporated concerns was 14,000,- 
000,000 gold marks, “worth $3,500,000,000, 
the capitalization at the end of 1922, 
although 97,000,000,000 in paper marks, 
was worth only $14,000,000. 


Status of “ Stabilizing ** Experiment. 


Glazenapp, Vice President of the 
Reichsbank, admitted to me last week 
that the recent success in stabilizing 
mark exchange was due to “‘ the present 
extreme ‘shortness of money’’; that is 
to say, to the fact that currency in cir- 
culation, although nominally’ of enor- 
mous dimensions, really represents 
very small gold/value..- 

For this reason, the Reichsbank’s rela- 

tively insignificant holding of foreign 
bills is sufficient to buy up a great part 
of the notes circulating on-foreign mar- 
kets, thereby stopping the fall in Ger- 
man exchange. Glazenapp spoke opti- 
mistically about mark exchange in the 
immediate future; stating, however, that 
it is not the Reichsbank's policy to push 
the recovery further, owing to the. bad 
effe 
prices which might follow. 
* The Reichsbank refuses to publish the 
figures of its actual holding of foreign 
currencies. Unlike other European cen- 
tral banks, it has never done this. Its 
holdings of foreign currencies are 
Known, however, to consist of bills, 
notes’ (the total of which is always 
small) ‘and balances in foreign banks. 
In the weekly Reichsbank statement the 
foreign bills are booked at their paper 
mark cost under the heading “ Bills and 
checks,’’ whereas foreign notes and bal- 
ances are. booked ‘‘ Other. assets.”’ ‘
